Five graves in 
Detroit remind us of the martyrs of 1932, murdered by Ford’s machine guns, 

Wednesday, at Gate 4 of his River Rouge plant, his ex-criminals and plug-uglies

| They were knocked to the ground, picked up, and again beaten. They were kicked in the

Henry Ford has shouted raucously that he is ridding “our men” of the “iron col- 
lar” of unionism. Look at the picture at the head of this editorial. It records the assault 
on Richard Frankensteen; director of the campaign against the Ford Motor Co. It is a 
record of the brutal Iron Heel of Fordism. 

These union organizers were exercising the rights written into the American 
Constitution. They were opposing Ford’s flagrant defiance of American law, as written 
in the Wagner Labor Relations Act. They were distributing a leaflet, which said: “Union-

Ford’s Ind ustrial Autocracy 
And What the Workers Want 


Lowest Paid Workers in Auto Industry Demand $8 for a 6-Hour Day— 
Spy System Ended, Speedup Halted and Recognition of Union 
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The picture of the Ford Industrial Autocracy | 
and the simple demands of the workers can be 
quickly given. 


I. The Union Demands Higher Wages 

Ford workers have been getting from $600 to a 
little more than $800 a year since 1932. Contrary 
to Ford ballyhoo they are the lowest wages in the 
auto industry. 

Ford profits have been $200,000,000 in the past 
30 years. This gigantic figure does not include the 
hidden fortunes paid out to the Ford family in 
dividends, : 


A typical example: In the core-room of the 
foundry No. 540, the wage increase was followed by 
a reduction of the three shifts to two, one shift 
laid off altogether. The new shift cost Ford. $12 a 
day for two men instead of $15 for three. And the 
new shift had to jack up production from 1,020 an 
hour to 1,200 an hour. Thus, the Ford Company 
now was able to get 1,600 units of production for 
every $1 paid out in wages as compared to 1,360 
under the three-shift plan, cutting costs and in- 
creasing profits.

Ford conditions-are unbearable due to speed-up, 
lack of safety measures, and intimidation. 

An official report of the State of Michigan shows 
that workers in the cyanide department eat their 
food in continuous danger of deadly poisoning due 
to lack of sanitary measures or safety devices.

DETROIT, May 27—Walter Reuther, president of the West Side 
Local, U.A.W., today described the attack upon himself and other or- 
ganizers outside the Ford River Rouge plant yesterday. 

Two hundred men slugged, kicked and beat him and the other union- 
ists distributing leaflets to Ford workers. Reuther’s own description 


follows: 


“I got out of the car on the public highway, Miller 
Road, near Gate 4. Diek Frankensteen and I walked to- 


gether over to the stairs. I got up the stairs and walked 


over near the center of the bridge.

Deaf workers marched arm in 
arm as escorts for the militant blind 
strikers. The marchers were enraged 
during the morning when a report 
reached them that a deaf worker, 
Daniel Barker, had been beaten up 
inside the building when he inissted 
on leaving to join the strikers. 
Marchers alleged that a WPA guard, 
known as the “Deacon” had as- 
saulted the man, | 

HANDICAPPED CUT | 

Among: the blind, partially blind 
and deaf strikers, prominent on the 
picket lines were Fim.er Cohen, Al 
Silver, Anthony Marcellino, Herbert 
Hayman, Sigmund Malinowski, Max 
Hellman, Harry Saltzman, Albert 
Anderson, Vincent Gasior and An- 
thony Dewall. This group of work- 
ers said that they were being vic- 
timized by the WPA Administra- 
tion, which had “reclassified” them, 
from the position of junior clerks, 
which should pay $16.50 . weekly 
wages, to the classification .of 
“handymen” paying $13.96 instead. 

One of the deaf mutes on the 
picket line, John Rosenbloom, wrote 
a note to the Daily Worker reporter 
stating, “They gave me.a@ job as a 
junior clerk, but they put me work- 
ing under a handyman classifica- 
tion. _Why did they fool us? My 
salary is $55.84 a month. I have a 
wife to support.” 


One of the blind pickets declared: 
“The New York Association of the 
Blind, after an exhaustive study, 
found that the blind need an aver- 
age of 25 per cent income above that 
of the average person to exist prop- 
erly. We are handicapped badly— 
and handicapped further with the 
wages we get.” 

CUPS GET ROUGH 


Several hundred women. out. of 
the 1,500 employed did not strike. 
Many received permission to pass 
through the pickets from the Work- 
ers Alliance, because of extreme 
poverty and emergency conditions 
at home. 

The WPA administration threat- 
ened to dock every strikers pay for 
the day. 

Another hundred or so refused to 
strike, and were soundly booed by 
the pickets as they left the building 
because of the approaching elections 
in Nevember, nevertheless man- 
handled several of the women strik 
crs.. A Negro woman and Spanish 
woman, Anna Colon, and Annabele 
Watson, respectively, were severely 
mauled by police and arrested late 
in the afternoon. Strikers alleged

Crew unhurt. We are preparing an 
airdrome. The ice floe on which 
we landed is bearing us strongly. 
We ask expedition head give us 
orders by radio. Our battery is 
nearly exhausted. Am going to 
listen on wave. of 33.4 meters as we 
cannot listen on long wave.” 


AIRDROME OF ICE 


Mazaruk’s plane has ample pro- 
visions, In addition to its own 
supply, the plane has 2,500 pounds 
of food and a.ton of kerosene for 
the dirfting station, 

Molokoy’s landing at the camp 
here was as expert as Vodopyanov’s. 
The airdrome of icé is glittering 
under the sun’s rays like thousands 
of bright stars. ° 

The tents with snow walls around 
them look like the snow fortresses 
children in the city build during the 
winter and from behind which they 
throw snowballs, 

The weather shifts quickly. Any 
minute it is expected to clear up 
enough so Mazuruk and his crew 
can join their comrades. 

Already the crews are getting 
information never before available 
about the drift of the polar ice. 
Little has been added to scientific 
knowledge of thé polar regions since 
Fridjof Nansen drifted around in 
his little “buttertub” ship before the 
‘turn of the Bay 

Even the interrupted radio com- 
}munication is giving yaluable data 
for scientific study, for the breaks 
are believed to be related to spe- 
cific features of atmospheric 
tricity in the central Arctic. 

Molokov’s arrival has helped to 
clear up details of why Alexeyev’s 
and Mazurk’s planes became sep- 
arated from the flagpole of ‘ the 


Rudolf Island. 

Because the snow was soft and 
stickf when the planes started, a 
long time was required for the 
take-off, which was accomplished 
with the aid of tractors, 

Molokov’s plane, the “U.S.5.R.- 
N.171” pushed off with the motors 
working at full speed. Molokov 
found it impossible to wait at Rudolf 
Island for the other planes to take 
off, because he was afraid the wings 
on his overloaded plane would 
break. 

The planes were to rally at a 
point in the boundary of clouds 
around the radio tower. All ma- 
chines, with a record weight of 25 
tons each, took off well.. 

Alexeyev took off 15 minutes after 
Molokov, and Mazuruk 36 minutes 
later. Alexeyev reached the as- 
sembly point and his plane and 
Molokov’s waited an hour and 10 
minutes. Further waiting would 
have made the flight to the pole 
impossible because of lack of fuel.

The Post declared: “The tentative agreement 
reached in Northern Shensi provided, among other 
things, for the establishment of a commission com- 


_ posing Communist and Nanking appointees ostensibly 


for the disbandment [read: reorganization—H. G.] of 
the Red Army. The commission, expected to be headed 
by Chow En-lai, influential red leader, would be in 
charge of the Soviet regions with headquarters in 
Fushih. It would be in charge of the ‘nationalization’ * 
of the Red Army which, however, is to remain inside 
the present Soviet area. Both the Communist and 
Nanking authorities desire the rest of the Red Army 
in their present areas.” 

Actually, the Red Army is to remain intact, as a 
part of the national defense forces of China in its 
present area which, is one of the most important for 
resistance to Japanese invasion. 

At the-same time, the Chinese press publishes more 
and more photographs of the Red Army, its leaders 
and its armaments, with enthusiastic comments on the 
importance of the closer unity of the Kuomintang and 
the Communist Party to save China from the fate of 
Manchuria or from becoming another Ethiopia. 

® 

Already as a result of the preliminary steps toward 
Kuomintang-Communist unity, the Nanking govern- 
ment has steeled its attitude toward’ Japan’s demands. 
Shigeru Kawagoe, Japanese Ambassador té China, 
who returned to ‘Tokyo soon after the Sian events, 
has now come back to Nanking. 

But he seems to have toned down his arrogance. 
Instead of flatly demanding that Nanking turn over 


_ its sovereign rights to Japan, Kawagoe proposes the 
' dissolution of the Bast Hopeil Anti-Communist autono- 


mous government under Yin Yu-keng. 
But this is a maneuver. The Japanese militarists, 


faced with trouble at home, and a China uniting as 


never before, are forced to put on a new mask.

Bull fighting is a cruel sport, and is revolting to, Anglo-Saxons, 
despite all of Hemingway's romantic i a. I have seen a few 
of them, and must confess they revolt me, too, ‘But the Spanish or 
Mexican people are not any more cruel, en masse, than the Americans. 

- Bull fighting is simply their hereditary baseball ang football. They 
accept its gory dramatics much as we do a prize fight, which can be 
just as cruel and gory. 

It is really silly to be too puritanical about such things. Bull 
fighting arose out of an agrarian civilization, and the Spanish-speaking 
countries are still agrarian. Hemingway made a sophisticated cult of 
violence and death out of bull fighting. This cult of Nietzchean_ vio- 
lence among the intellectuals has often led many of them into fascism. 
But workers and peasants whd go to bull fights have never heard of 
the intellectuals arfi their cult. It is not cruelty they enjoy in bull 
fighting, but the deftness, artistry and daring of the matador. ‘ Just 
as many of us have admired the artistry of a Joe Louis or Jack Dempsey; 
which doesn’t make us Nietzchean fascists. 


“Bullfights and Hospitals” 


I talk of bull fighting, a sport that comes down in a direct line 
fromthe days of the Caesars. And on the modern Laredo-Mexico City 
highway, better than any the Caesars could build, in a vehicle going 
sixty miles an hour, I could see great mountains and signboards, one 
of which read in Spanish: “Hollywood Cigarettes—the Key to an 
Ineffable Delight.”
